Ir is little more than three months ago 
siuce ten osperate convicts ‘escaped by 
seizing a coal-junk in Belcher's Bay 
and sailing away, ami the barmless 
fire of the Chain-gang Guard, We 
cannot say what steps, if any, were 
then taken to prevent o recurrence of 
such. an ineident; bat the serious at- 
tempt at escape yesterday, in the same 
lace and on the same plan, attended o1 
it was by fatal consequences, has nrous- 
ed-a feeling of indignation and irritation 
which oaly the strictest and fullest in- 
vestigation can allay. It has often been 
said that a fotality is the only thing 
which brings about a thoroughgoing 
inquiry into anything official in Eng- 
land. “ So that the lamentable death of 
the Turnkey Pereira may thus bring 
forth frait, and be the means of placiag 
this brooch . pf. our administration upon 
amore reputable and less disgraceful 
footing than itis now. If it be the ob- 
ject of the authorities to effect 9 general 
Gaol delivery by means of hurried de- 

artures from Kennedy Town in, coal- 
junks, it would be well for those con- 
cerned to intimated that this is their 
pricy, The community would 


shocked, as now, by events such os that 
of yesterday and its forerunner of three 
months ogo. .In a service like that of. 
convict-guarding—-a monotonous “and 
sleepy kind’ of trade. at best—it may 
not be surprising that the Guard sre 
sometimes caught napping. To be so 
caught, however, twice within three 
months is an achievement which cannot 
be said to commend itself to thinking 
men, or to altogether satisfy the senso 
of duty: common to Englishmen. ‘The 
inquiry now commenced will doubtless 
elicit many interesting and instructive 
facts connected with the imperfect na- 
ture of the system adopted, and it would 
serve no useful. purpose, therefore, to 
point strong ianguage at any ona 
oficial conceraed. It must, bhow- 
ever, be admitred that the men 
—of the Gaol Warders and’ the Gacl 
Grord slike—-showed considerable en- 
ergy and pluck, individually, after. the 
outbreak had taken place, Something 
must be wrong with the system, or the 
manner of working it, otherwise the 
escape of these twelve convicts in the 
junk could never have been enccassfully 
‘effected—as it undoubtedly wea, so far 
as the Guard was concerned. Lt will be 
the duty of the Executive to confirm or 
disprove the allegations that bave been 
made as to the condition of the revolvers 
(or of the ammunition served ont for 
these weapons) placed in the honds of 
tha men whose duty it was to prevent 
the escape of these daring, convicts now 
charged with piracy and murder. One 
statement ia to the effect that most of the 
revolvers would not go off; another is 
that the fault iay in the. ammunition, 
and thut the ammunition used bad been 
formerly condewned by another depart- 
ment of tha Government; while o third 


“| is, that the revolvers used by the Guard 


are old and of a charming variety of 
ancient patterns. , All these statements 
onghit to be-sifted to the bottom, and the 
voper amount of ‘censure - certainly 


should fall upon the persona responsible 
for such ehameful neglect, if (as.we say) 


_| such negleet exists. Jt muy hethat ra- 


commendations bave been made by the 
Gaol authorities, and disregarded by the 
(Zovernment.. We cen hardly believe 
that the notorioas incident of three 
months back failed to aroyse the Ga- 
vernor of the Gaol ta a senge of the 
faultiness of bis present system... Major- 
General Gordon bas a reputation. for 
making forcible recommendations quite 
as gregt as that of A. B. the Governor 
for meking pithy mintes; and as it is 
alk pro well known. that the preseat 
Executive até G02 -pasregeously. prompt 
in acting upon recomendations wt 
to them, possibly the responsibility may 
prove ‘to extend to others besides the 
Gaol authorities, However’ that may 
be, the tragical incident of yesterday 
reflects no credit whetever upon: the 
Administration, or ypon the ‘system 
adopted (after the sharp reminder of 
thres months ago) to prevent escapes 
from .the chain-gang.. Indeed, 28 the 
account now eppears, the esape of the 
prisoners and the death of the tprokey 
are a disgrace to the Government,

mont but the hearty thanks of the com- 
munity. His service ought to be con- 
sidered by the Trustees of the Belilios 
Fuad, aud he ought cortainly to be re- 
warded for bravery. Other men, the 
Turnkey Pereira, (decéused), Turnkey 
Foulkes, and Mehall Singh, appear. to 
have bebavedin 4 very plucky manner; 
and indeed, as is usual in such wretched 
Dbungles, individual, pluck shone out 
well all through, ‘The question, whe- 
ther the outdoor labour of convicts 
ia worth the trouble, is ona which must 
stand over uatil’.o proper system of. 
preventing escapes can be formulat- 
edy—that is, until wa know how muny 
men are needed, how. they. are’ to 
be. posted, how armed ond sup- 
plied with serviceable ammunition, 
and whether or not a small guard 
could he supplemented and supported 
by oa Water Police. patrol boat. OF 
courss, if it is found to be quite impos- 
sible to ntilise convict labour without 
an absurdly large guard to prevent 
escapes, then the sooner the outdoor 
work is stopped the better. Bus either 
the inducement to get away ia stronger 
now than it used to be, or the precau- 
tions for preventing escapes are much 
more loosely observed than formerly, 
otherwise the record of escapes durin: 

the lest few years would not have swell 
edasit baa done. As we have already 
stated, the unfortunate. death of the 
Portnguese turakey will ensure the 
fullest public investigation iata the ays- 
tem of precautions hitherto adopted. 
It is to be hoped thatthe Head of the 
Exeoutire will now satisfy himself per- 
sonally that the administration. of this 
branch of the service is being properly 
attended to. ,

HEAD TOMNEEY NOLAR. | 
Nicholas. Nolan, head Tornkey, said—I 
have boon in my present situation of head 
turnkey for abont threa yours. Toft the 
Gaol about 7.30 yesterday morning, 1n 
charge of 74 prisonors, for Kennedy Town, 
The prisoners wero divided into five gangs 
with an officer in charge of each. No, 
gang consiated of 12, No, 2 of 16, No. 3 of 
14, 4 of 16 and 6 of 16 prisonors. Asniat- 
ant Tyrnkey Weston was in charge of No. 
1 pang) Aanistant Tarnkey Lowis of No. 2, 
of Ne. 3, 
‘Assistant Turakey Barringer of No. 43 
‘Assistant Turnkey Onge of No. 6, and 
Porcira the doceased, waa closet officer, 
Tho officara wareatmed with loded revolvers 
and side arms, Thoy had thoir six-cham- 
bered revolvers loaded, and they ought 
to have’ had’ ten rounds of ammuni- 
tion besides, ‘They were supposed to 
have ten rounds, but I don’t know whother 
they had on this occnsion. Tho receiving 
officer serves out the revolvers and ammu- 
nition in the morning, So far as I know it 
was done. on this o casion, Phe priaunets 
marched twi deop and were cheined to each 
other in paira. The chains vero fostoned 
at thoankla and they had the chains hooked 
to their waist to sharton them. The chain 
is about 12 feet long. Each officer marches 
in rear of his gang. ‘Tho chains wero ac- 
cured by padlocks. Tho prisoners wero 
paraded by me before they went ont and 
the chains wore put on them at tho parade. 
The chains arv examined separately before 
thoy are fastened on. An Indian Sergeant 
cloans the revolvers and leads them. They 
are cleaned about once a week. ‘Long son- 
tenes prisonerd waar leg chains always ; and 
when they go out in the chain-gang they 
are coupled together by long chains. The 
side arms worn by the officers are short 
swords, The instructions of the officera 
are to attend to their own gangs, to 
provent talking or irregularities, to look to 
tho safo custody of the men and to keop 
them at their work, . Wo arrived “at 
Kennedy town about half past eight and the 
gangs wore at once put to work. ‘They work 
with picks and shovels, which aré supplied 
to them before they leave the gaol, each 
man carrying his own. Othera carried 
baakots. They worked on all right till 
about a quartor past threo ozcavating and 
making ronda, At tho time montioned 
I heard a shot fired. I was then at tho 
top part of the ground where ve were 
working, Tha prisoners wore not in 
separate gangs while working. The of. 
ficers were distributed generally along the 
works. The shot I heard waa from the 
lower part of the ground. I wont to the 
brow of the hill and = saw 
prisoners making fora coal lighter which 
was lying alongside tha jetty. They 
wero running in couples and were chained 
Tho officers nearest to them pursued. T 
remained with the main body ond mado 
thom sit down. I then sent an officer to 
No. 7 Police Station to acquaint the police 
with what happened. Shortly afterwards 
I saw a ferry bont coming towards Aber- 
deen, and and the other officers hailed tho 
Jaunch and sho came in. I saw thora was 
a police officer on board who did hia best to 
got the conl boat in tow, but the prisoners 
were defending themaclves by throwing 
lumps of eon! and by using bamboos. Isaw 
the prisoncra jump on bonrd tho coal boat 
and set sail. “The boat was moving across 
tho harbour. By this times force of police 
had como and after acquainting them with 
what happened wo marched tha reat of the 
prisoners back to the Gaol. Tho steam 
launch was then in purauit of the coal 
boat, I saw soveral shots fired by 
the officers, I did mot see anyone bit.’ 
T saw nome prisoners falling but whether it 
was owing to their boing hit or not I can’t 
say. Ho Yau belonged to No 2 Gang, end 
Ho Cheong belonged to'No. 6 Gang. 


ANSIBTANT TUBNHEY CHARLESON, 

Charles Charleson, asaistant turnkey, 
anid—I went out with the Chain Gang 
yestorday morning as assislant to tho head 
turnkey, At 3.16 I was stauding about ten 
yards away from placo where a number of 
prisoners were at work. All the officers 
were in their ploces. I told Burtinger to 
take two prisoners and gec the crowbars and 
spare which the prisunera were using stowed 
| away for the night, I told Ong to keep his 
eyes open because Burringer was away from. 
from us. Two minutes after that I heard a 
shot fired in the direction of the wharf. I 
heard sume prisoners singing out ; T don’t 


‘| know what it was, and when I turned round 


I saw a pumbor of prisoners ranning 
in tho direction of the wharl. Pereira 
and one of the guards were pursuing. Tha 
tizoners all had the bomboos, in their 
Bands with which.they had been carrying 
baskets, aud one of them had a guard's 
rifle. T then ran down the hill and began 
to fire at thew. I ran te the jetty and bo- 
fore [ got there the junk bad begun to move 
away. Ioaw them goton beard the junk 
followed by Pereira, Before I got to the 
end of the wharf the sails were hoisted and 
the junk was away from the wharf about 
ten yards. I fired sightean’ rounds al- 
together, that boing oll my ammunition. 
There were two turnkys and two guards 
also firing from the wharf. They 
“ired all their ammunition, I ‘got three 
rounds from Lowis in addition to the 
18, which 1 also Gred. Mr Nolan sent 
word to me that tho sentries wera 
fring too high, ond £ took a rifle from one 
of the guards and fred six rounds with it, 
Ho Yau (deceased) who wae stecring the 
junk had a rifle which he pointed at me 
and sang out my nome, J tcok aim with the 
guard’s rifle at himand fired, -He dropped, 
and I did not soo him afterwards, He did 
not dropinte the water, At the same time as 
this happened Isaw Mr Poreira and two 
of ‘the prisoners fall out of the’ junk, 
They ail fell together. I ssw. Pereira 
swim for the shore, the junk being

of. the wharf We exhausted 
our ammunition, [saw him swim for 
about twa minutes and thenaink. [ did 
nob sea big again, Refopo ho fell into the 
watop J say two prisoners atrike him with 
bawhoos. | think the blows fell about the 
head, ‘They each struck him’ several 
blows, I can’t soy which of tho prisoners 
djd it: Perejra at tho time was trying to 
pyt tho halysrds. Icould not vee how it 
‘henpened that the whole threo fell into the 
water together 'Thoy wera striking him in 
order to prevent him from: cytting the hal~ 
yards, Toaw one of the prisoners wha fel 
jnto the water with him swim ha¢k.to the 
junk.

(ABSISTANT TURNKEY FOULERS. — 
‘William H. Foulkes, assistant turnkey, 
ssid—Hetween 16 and 20 minutes past 
three yesterday J was stationed at the 
lowe ond of the works at Kennedy Town 
superintending the. raising of the road in 
front of the glassworks..

Tran to tho assistance of Peroira, and as 
soon as I got within firing distaneo of the 
prisoners who were escaping I fired. . It 
soomed to mic that the scizing of Peroira by 
those. two prisoners waa the aiga for the 
‘others to run. Paraira shook himself free 
and went in pursuit’ of the escaping pri- 
sonora and I went after him, Be taok the 
jetty to get on board tho boat, and I: took 
the beach. He got on board and prevented 
the prisoners twice frova hoisting the sails: 
T took the water thinking to yet on board 
in a quicker manner. got breast high in 
wator and waist high in mud and could not 
got any further. “I siw Porsirs atthcked 
several times by the priconers on tho boat, 
Ho waa driven to the forward part and then 
thrown ovorboard, prisoner 190 attacking 
him ina most unmercefil wnanner with a 
bamboo. This prisonor was the lastone I saw 
nesaulting Pereira,.who at that timo was 
hanging on by the hows trying to get No, 130 
off. Prisoner 130-hold a bamboo with both 
hands and was bringing it repeatedly down 
on Porcirs’a head. Alter the last blow I 
saw him get, Pereiralet go his hold and 
made two or theee strokes and then sank. 
After that I was ordered away to the main- 
gang by tho head turnkey. 

At this point the inquest was adjourned 
¢i]1 2.30 tu-morrow afternoon, Mr Wode- 
house taking the adjournment earlier than 
he would otherwise have done in order that 
the Gaol Officials who are to be examined 
mighthave an opportunity of attending 
Pereira’s funeral. 


THE DEAD AND WOUNDED PRISONERS,

SUPREME..COURT. 
IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION. 
(Before Mr A. F, Leach, Acing Puime 
| Fudge.) 


Wednesday, Supt. 19. 
TSANG ON v. CUU FAN INTERPLEADEL— 
CLAIMANT, CHAU EI SHUN, 

Mr Fraucis, Q.C., instructed by Mr Web- 
bor, oppoared for tho claimant; and the 
Attornuy Goneral, inatructed by Mr Den- 
nys, for'the plaintiff. 

His Lordship, in giving judgment, sid 
—This ‘ia an application under Soction 
77 of the Code of Givil Procedure to 
relvaso from attachment 6 junk and somo 
timbor which’ was svized at the instance 
of the plaintiff in the abovo anit on the 
24th “July Jost, the day after the writ 
of summons in the auit was issued and 
sorved and before judgment. Under Sec- 
tion 77 tho Oourt has oither to Teleaso the 
property dttached or td disallow tho claim. 
‘Tho following appoar to me to bo the ma- 
terial facta of the casy. Tho claimant, Chow 
Ki Shun, is engaged in the junk fishing bu- 
siuces. The phiintiif in the uit is a timbor 
dealer at Shuukiwan, and the defendant fs a 
Boat builder until recently carrying on bu- 
aincas: under the firm name of Tailung 
at a yard: or shed algo at Shaukiwan. 
By a memorandum of agreomant, dated tho 

ith May Inst, the dofentant (therein 
called the Tailung Shed) agreed with the 
claimant to build him a-fishing junk for 
81400. No timo for payment or complo- 
tion is fixed by the momorandum. But 
both claimant and defendant have given 
evidence that as the work progressed pay- 
ments, in all $1970, were made on account, 
from time to time, in order to enable the 
defendant tu purchase material and Jabour 
for the work, and that the jank waa to be 
completed early in August. From tho Zlst 
to id Ioly, if not before, the defendant 


was in difficulties ; the junk was only half 
completed and could not be completed nt the 
agreed timo, and a guit waa threatened by the 
plaintiff fortho price, as the plaintiff alleges, 
of timbor supplied to the defendant to build 
the claimant's junk, (n the 28rd of Jul; 
the defendant executed a document which 
urports to be a contract of delivery in 
‘avar of the claimant of the junk in her 
incompleto stato, together with the other 
materials, and places them wholly ut the 
disposal of the claimant. On the enmo day, 
but whether before or after the execution 
of this dueument doea not appear, the 
plaintifi’s writ of summons in the suit 
claiming 8767 odd, partly on an old balance 
of account for timber supplied prior to this 
year and partly for timber supplied during 
this year, waa sorved on the defendant at 
his building yard. The junk was still in 
the yard at this time, but on the same even- 
ing the claimant took possession of .the 
junk and materials and with the assistance 
of hia own and defondant’s codlies Launched 
and towed hor with the timber out into 
the buoy and alongside his family juok, 
leaving on board sumo of his own coolies, 
On the 24th July, the junk and timber ma- 
terials wate seizud by the bailiff of the 
Court under the. ubove-montioned attach- 
ment, dnd according to tho ovidonco of the 
bailiff, the junk with the timber alongside 
was then anchored out in tho bay near some 
other junks and was not in the defondaat's 
building yard. His evidence alao corrobor- 
ates that of the claimant and defendant 
that the junk was not half finished, Tho 
junk was a shell only ond her stern was not 
even finished. On the 26th. July tho 
claimant issued his summons making this 
claim, and on the 27th July judgment. was 
given for the plaintiff in the auit, the de- 
fendant admitting the amount claimed 
therein. It is cloar npon the evidence that 
the junk and timbor at the date of the at- 
tachment werg not in the physical posses- 
sion of the defendant but in that of the 
claimant, and it szems te me that, under the 
circumstances of the case, the only other 
queation which calls for my decision undor 
sec. 97 of the Code is whether being in the 
claimant's possession, which I tind as a fact, 
they wero ip hia possession a3 a mere pre- 
text and in fact wore held in trust for the 
defendant. The plaintiff (the judgment 
oreditor), who resists this claim, has endea- 
voured to show (1) that $400 only waa paid 
to the defendant for the junk, (2) that the 
timber alongside the junk was the timber 
supplied by him to the defendant, Neither 
of these points some to me to be establish- 
ed. His Lordship thea reviewed the evid- 
engo and propoaded as follawa :—As I un- 
dorstood the Attorney General's argu- 
ment it was that in this transoction 
there was no considerativn, a want of bona 
fides, and that tha transaction was in point of 
fact @ pretext anda shan. LE this waa so, ‘it 
would be a ground for saying that the pro- 
perty was held by tho claimant at the time 
of the attachment in trast fur the defond- 
ant, On the other hand the uncontradicted 
and unshaken evidence of both claimant and 
and defendant was that the junk and tim- 
bor waa net aad is not intended to bo ro- 
turned to the defendant and is now the ac- 
tual property of the claimant, and that the 
defendant has no longer anything to do 
with it or even bound to complete it. Up- 
on the evidence I came to the conclusion 
that, althongh this was no doubts profer- 
ence given to the claimant over the plaintiff 
(the pringiple of s debtor being entitled to 
preference creditor was admiticd), and in 
all probability as tranfer in order *- 
vent tho Junk and timh.. od Pree 
taken in exe) -vet from being 
wan veation by the plaintiff, it 
wa honest in intention and done with 
tho object of giving the claimant 
the junk and material for which be had 
already paid $1370—a cura considerably in 
advance of the work and labour expended 
on the jak and in considaration of the 
tolease of tha defendant-from his obligation 
under the contract of the 27th May, There 
ig no evidence before me that this junk and 
timber were the whole ef the defendant's 
proporty.

THE GREAT DISASTER IN THE 
ATLANTIC. 


Tho following are a fow patt’culars taken 
from Amorican papers with regard to the, 
reat disustor which occurred in tho Atlanti¢ 
y the collision of tho stcamcrs Geiser and 
Thingvalla :-— 


New York, August 16.—Captain? Mollor 
of tho ill-fated steamship. Geferr saye -—Tt 
svas about 3.30 o’dlaclwhon tho firat officer 
called mo loudly, Ho was uxeited, and 
shouted: ‘ We aro goitig, to ho ran down.’ 
I jumped from tho spfa and ran out‘an tho 
bridge in my nightehict, Tauy immediately 
lights ofja big, atoamorjon thu starboard side, 
XT could. alao distinguish ler hall. Tho 
ongines of onrship wore going at full specd, 
and the helmjhad boca thrown a starboard, 
T think, 

T had not more than time to notice this 
mitch when, with a iremondons crash, the 
Dow of the approaching steamer atrack us 
hard amidship, nearly at right anglyg to our 
keel. ‘Pho blow took us just abaft tho main 
rigging, cub w quarter way through ua and 
mado auch a tremendous hole that T saw at 
once that wezenuld snot stay afloat, 

T gave the orders at unce to havo tho 
boats Iaunched, to send up signal rockets 
and fire a gun, The confusion which ful- 
lowed, however, is beyond we. 1 cannot 
deaeribo it, ‘The boats on the bridge were 
lannehed, the starboard side one frst. Tho 
jan ut tho stern dropped tho line, howover, 
and the boat “filled with water and was 
swamped. Boat 2, an tho port side, was 
lao launched, but ahe drifted away ton far 
from the ship to be of any assistance, «The 
only other boat launched was No. 8. The 
powder-room wus flooded, gu that ne gignals 
could bo used. 

The passengers now began to uwarm Gp 
from below, and were completely panic- 
atricken. The confusion wav woful. Men 
wory struggling to get inte thy boats, and 
women and childron wore shrieking and 
gereaming. J sting out to the lifebuatmen 
“Look out for the women and children lirst 
thon Iaung out helow for every one to bring 
up Jifo presorvera. There were between 644) 
and 700 of these on hoard. The panie whe 
so groat, however, that they did nut pay 
much uttention to them, but rugied on deck 
without them, There were live sound Hfo- 
buoya on the bridge where 1 waa, and J took 
these and threw them down to the passengers 
as I felt the ship settling. 

The chief engineer, who was drowned, 
rushed down to tha cabin for life preservers 
for the passenyers, and 1 never saw him 
again. jumped an the rail and saw that 


the vessel’ was going down T stuid there 
until { was swept away by the water. 
wont down with the vesaal, boing sucked in 
by the rushing water, Tt suemod to ine that 
Towns more than a minute under the water, 
whirled head over heels, striking abjects, 
living and dead. At Jongth J folt 1 was ris- 
ing, Idid not loro conscionanoas at all and 
suddenly shot up to the surface. Lat once 
atruck out ond get hold of an oar, which T 
clung to, swimming to support myself for 
about twenty-five minutes. Teouldl see the 
lights of the Thigralde, und was surrannded 
in tho water by struggling human beings 
and floating barcals and boxes 

‘At last Twas hanled ap on the keel of a 
boat just as 1 was about to give wp from 
exhaustion. ‘Tho late af the Thingvalta 
wors busy among the floattny slutl, picking 
up the drowning, Twas son taken oif the 
boat kesl and taken to the ahip, where 
everything that could be done was dove for 
my comfort and that of the survivors, Wo 
had barely a chance to recover oursel ves 
when we were obliged to set to work at 
once to save the Thingualla, Sho was 
almost in a sinking condition. Her fore 
foot was crushed in and sie wis making 
water rapidly through her forward 
bulkhead, the only thing vetweon her and 
the Atlantie ocean. To yet at that 
bulkhead was the only chanee of savin 
our lives. In order to strengthen it and 
skeap it from giving way, the cargo had to 
be taken up and shifted as rapidly us 
possible. At this work everybody was 
engaged who could ba mad use of, 

aasengers and crew. We got down to it 
finnlly and succeeded in strengthening it so 
that the loakage could be taken care of by 
the pumps. 

The Thingealla cannot at present mako 
more than two knots an hour with the big 
hole in her side, and if wuy bad weather 


should apring up ahe will have to tarn 
astern to avoid it, When we lvft she had 
drifted about five miles from tho sccue of 
the accident, which waa about thirty-five 
milos south of Sable island, or about 1) 
miles from Halifax, which port she will 
try ta make. Captain ‘Lamb aid ho would 
uso overy means ty got the veasol into port, 
although tho-boats: will be kept ready for 
use at any moment, 

Halifuc, August 17.—The Thingralla 
vwas sighted coming up the harbor at 3.30 
o'clock this morning. Captain Lamb waa 
asleep at tho time of the: collision, The 
Thingvalla presenta & atrange spectacle, 
with nearly the whole of her bow torn 
away, leaving on immense hole exposed to 
view. 

Captain Lamb says :—'The scene as tho 
Thingvalla backed away from the Geiser was 
a frightful one, I cannot attormpt to 
describe it; Some of her passengers were 
ruahing madly about her deck, while ot here 
were crowded in several small buats in the 
water. 1 believe that many  passongers 
mugt have been killed in their bunks by 
tho forces of the collision and never knew 
what happened. As the steamer plunged 
beneath tho water, carrying down those 
on board, she capsized the boats that had 
got away. The air was rent with agou~ 
wing shricks and prayers. Most of the 
people probably went down with the Geiser. 
‘They were followed soon after by the ill- 
fated souls in the boats, who must have 
een sucked under as the ship sank. The 
cries of the dying, still ring in my, cara. 
Three of our boats were already launched 
and trying to save as many as they could 
from the doomed Geiser, but it’ was slow 
work. Comparatively few managed to 
keep afloat. 
Three boats were oll T could. got out in 
‘tha time we had, and I didn’t know but 
what we might want the remaining ones for 
ourselves, ‘Tho two vessels were not more 
than 100 or 150 yards apart when the Geiser 
went down. The screams of the drowning 
lasted perhaps two Tainutes and then sud- 
denly alk became quiet. Our three boats 
returned loaded with the aaved who bad 
boen picked up. Lsent them back tu con- 
tinue the search for: éurvivora, but they 
roturned with only the corpse of a woman. 
We provided tho survivors with dry clothes 
and hot coffee and wine, and made them as 
cumnfortable: as possible whila attending to 
the injury:to ourselves. Tho day was just 

inning to break 
occurred. It was raining and the second 
officer told me just before that it was not 
foggy. 

In my opinion pearly all the people on 
the Geiser's deck and boats sank with the 
ateamer. Everything we could possibly do 
to save them was. done. - After the Geiser 


~ disappeared we began jettisoning the cargo | 


to keep the Thingualla afloat. The crew 
and passengers worked side by side, throw- 
ing overboard. what was, brought up from the 
hotd, What was jettisoned consisted solely 
‘of wood pulp und provisiocs, There was 
not much wind, buto heavy sea, Botween 
9 and 10 ddlock we reached the forward 
pulkhead. Then we stopped throwing the 
cargo overboard aad gat to work shoring up 
_ , the compartment. : ; 
At O'elock Hig -atenmet: Wieland “for 


Now York hove in sight, and wo transferred 
all the rescued pansengors na well na out 
own 400 passongers to her, Tho Wieland 
procooded about 3 o'clock in the afterncen, 
leaving ue also ateoring for Now York. We 
continued the work of shoring up the oom. 
partment. Butaftora while, on account of 
the wind and soa increasing, we found it 
impossible to keep on for New | York, and 
decided to head for Halifax. “At this time 
it atill looked vory,jmuch oa if wo might 
sink, and some of the crow had rofused 
to work, wanting to ba transferred to the 
Wieland before sho left us. We went 63 
slow as two knots an hour, and sometimes 
found that too much, We just had to 
crawl, that was all, 

From Captain Lamb‘s statement of the 
disaster it would appear that the fault lay 
with those on board the Geiser, who put 
her to starboard, inatead of to port. Tho 
Geiser’s officer who was on wateh at the 
time of the collizion was among thosa who 
perished. Captain Lanib himself does not 
express an opinion on the cause of the 
disustor, '
